REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 



Claims 1 and 3-29 are currently pending in the application. All previously 
pending rejections have been withdrawn. The applicants respectfully thank the 
Examiner for his identification of allowable subject matter. A terminal disclaimer is 
filed herewith and applicants respectfully request reconsideration of the application in 
view of the terminal disclaimer and remarks made herein. 

Double-Patenting Rejections : 

All claims are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of non-statutory 
double patenting. In particular the claims are rejected as being unpatentable over U.S. 
Patent No. 6,476,885 to Murray et al ("Murray"). Accordingly, Applicants hereby 
respectfully submit the attached terminal disclaimer hereby disclaiming the terminal 
part of this patent. 

Conclusion 

Accordingly, the attached terminal disclaimer and the associated remarks 
made herein are believed to overcome all pending grounds for rejection. Accordingly, 
the Applicants respectfully submit that all issues in the Final Office Action have been 
addressed.
